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expeft ungrateful returns from thofe to 
they have difplayed the greateft regard. 

Providence, however, made a way for JofepVi 
releafe. Pharaoh dreamt one night two very 
remarkable dreams. He imagined, that he was 
walking by the River Nile, admiring the fmootl 
bofom of the water, or pleafed with the rapidity 
of its current ; when fuddenly feven beafts ap. 
peared on its banks, that were fat and beautiful 
to the eye, and feemed lit to be (lain for food, 
Seven other beafts followed them, that were thin 
and ill favoured ; and thefe devoured the beafts 
that went before. In his fecond dream, lit 
thought himfelf walking in the fields, mhami 
time, and he obferved feven ears of corn, growing 
on one ftalk, large and brown ; and on another 
folk, were feven fmall and blafted ears, which art 
peared to eat up the fine ears of corn, heat r 
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butler, hi. former comp.mor, 
int heprifon ; and he immediately mentioned the 
eafeof Jofeph to the King, and recommended 
limasaperfon likely to interpret the vifion. At 
this time, we may fuppofe, Jofeph to have been 
near ten years in prifon, as he was, we are told* 
thirty years of age. He was accordingly brought 
in before Pharaoh. What a change is here ? Jo- 
feph, who was fold for a (lave, is now fonding in 
the capacity of a prophet, before a Monarch, 
who ideated on a throne of ivory ! or reclined on a 
couch of gold ! His humility, in this inftance, was 
aslhining, as his chaftity in another. “ It is not 
inme, but God {hall reveal it to the King.” He 
gavethe interpretation : he predifted feven years 
of^reat plenty, and feven years of extreme fa- 
^ine in the land. He advifed Pharaoh to pre- 
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
